A few words will be devoted to these. He basic purpose of the exhibi- 
tion la not clear. Is the 17.8. go ve r nme nt attempting to stimulate -Soviet 
orders in the O.S.t Shis seeme dodhtful. Ia the U.S. going tt present 

a complete picture of the 8.8, economy from a producer's viewpoint? 

Thie does not seen to be the case. IS the U.E. attainting to ntimlate 
Moscow'* urban confatnars by isplied coapsrisco with their relatively 
austesre <"*»■"*»■ supplies? This appears to be a partfisflt. answer. The"** 
is no question that the trssendouB quantity of consuser goods in the 
U.8. la a source of asemnent to all foreign nationals, the Kin em- 
phasis In the 8.3. exhibition in Moscow should probably reflect this 
quantity a nd variety, though sane method of giving a acre rounded vie# 
of the U.S. also should be songit, A display of M a c hin e tools and 
other production equipment s h o uld be considered, though it is probable 
that a sizeable display of Agricultural Machinery, Office Machines, 
Vehicles and other end products which are in themselves capital goods 
■ight be more effective than machine tools and other mtalworklng;

3* apse concern should be shewn in the U.S. exhibition for non- 
Soviet nationals in the Soviet capital. There usually are mmr repre- 
sentatives frea the imderdeveloped countries and other uncommitted 
nations in Moscow. It Is possible that the Impact of the U.S. exhibi- 
tion on these people might be equally aa great as the hoped fe* impact 
on the citizens of Mcsocnr.
